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WHEAT YIELD 
SAID SPOTTY 


Harvesting Well Under- 
way in Southern 
Alberta 


OTTAWA, Aug. 19. — Fair prog- 
ress in harvesting operations in the 
prairie provinces was reported to- 
day by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics in its 13th of a series of 15 
weekly telegraphic reports. 

Some delays were caused in Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan by showers, 
the Bureau said. 

“Alberta harvesting is getting well 
under way in the southern part of 
the province, with cutting just be- 
ginning in the northern areas. The 
early wheat samples in the south 
are showing predominantly high 
grades. Wheat yields are highly 
variable, with some good crops on 
summer-fallow in the Calgary, Leth- 
bridge and Cardston districts, and 
some very poor crops on stubble. 
Showers in the Edmonton, northern 
and Peace River districts have 
caused a certain amount of delay in 
cutting, but the harvest will soon be 
general. In the Peace River, yields 
will be hardly up to the presence of 
green and heat-shrunken kernels 
showing up in the easly samples,” 
the report said.

For Foresight 

Canadians are not forced to 
fall back on blind faith to con- 
vince themselves that the bat- 
tling people in the British Isles 
are working feverishly to pre- 
pare for an offensive operation 
in Europe. Our newspapers have 
been publishing dispatches that 
bristle with evidence that Bri- 
tishers are getting ready to 
strike back. But when the blow 
will be struck, none in Canada 
knows. 

If the inner War Council did 
decide on a major operation, it 
could not “telegraph its punch.” 
No one over there is in a position 
to send a mesage to Canada— 
“We are about to attack. We 
must have every drop of gaso- 


line and oil you can rush across 
to us now.” 


But surely we in Canada have 
enough intelligence and imagina- 
tion to foresee that a sudden fa- 
vorable opportunity may present 
itself to the armies in Great 
Britain anytime within the next 
few weeks. And that same in- 
telligence should dictate the 
sharpest curtailment in the use 
of motor fuel for motor cars—- 
without a day’s delay. 

It would be a pity if the sta- 
mina of Canadian citizenry were 
to be judged by the spectacle of 
a few thousand car drivers in 
Alberta, for example, who knew 
that gasoline had to be saved 
for the decisive battles over- 
seas, and knowing it, deliber- 
ately travelled thousands of 
miles for the long weekend holi- 
day.

4,000,000 TONS. 
AXIS LOSSES 


British Have Sunk 
2,321,000 Tons of Ger- 
man Shipping Alone 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—The Admiral- 
ty announced today approximately 
4,007,000 tons of Axis shipping had 
been sunk, captured or scuttled 
from the start of the war to Aug. 16. 

Of this total, an announcement 
said, German losses constituted 2,- 
321,000 tons, Italian 1,533,000 tons, 
Finnish 34,000 and “useful to the 
enemy” 119,000. 


The figures include ships sunk by 
air attack and 51 ships, estimated 
at 200,000 tons claimed sunk by the 
Russians. 

Axis losses since the last report 
was given July 10 were put at 616,- 
000 tons by an Admiralty spokes- 
man, 

The R.A.F. accounted for a large 
part of this figure in attacks on 
German shipping along the Nor- 
wegian, French and Netherlands 
coasts. 

‘There was no new announcement 
of British losses. Officials declined 
to go beyond the report covering 
June, which showed grand totals 
sunk during the war as fololws: 

British: 1,074 ships of 4,601,120 
tons. 

Allied: 334 ships of 1,498,017 tons. 

Neutral: 326 ships of 1,004,843 
tons.

Seeing the end of his 60’s is 
no worry to Mr. Mossop for he!

Mr. Mossop left London, Eng- 
land, his birthplace, in 1911 and 
came directly to Crossfield.
